Gay Marriage’s New Momentum 


After historic N.Y. vote, 
supporters tout bill’s 
national impact on U.S. 


New York 

Many obstacles still lie ahead for sup- 
porters of same-sex marriage, and, 
eventually, they will need Congress or 
the Supreme Court to embrace their 
goal. For the moment, though, they 
are jubilantly channeling the lyrics 
of “New York, New York.” 

“Now that we’ve made it here, 
we’ll make it everywhere,” said 
prominent activist Evan Wolfson, 
who took up the cause of marriage 
equality as a law student three 
decades ago. 

With a historic vote by its Legis- 
lature late Friday, New York became 
the sixth — and by far the most popu- 
lous — state to legalize same-sex mar- 
riage since Massachusetts led the way, 
under court order, in 2004. 

With the new law, which takes 
effect after 30 days, the number of 
Americans in same-sex marriage 
states more than doubles. New York’s 
population of 19 million surpasses 
the combined total of Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, Vermont, New Hamp- 
shire and Iowa, plus the District of 
Columbia. 

The outcome — a product of inten- 
sive lobbying by Democratic Gov. 
Andrew Cuomo — will have nation- 




N.Y. Gives Props to Gov. Cuomo 

At the gay pride parade in New York, throngs of 
cheering supporters greeted Gov. Andrew Cuomo 
as he led off the parade two days after signing the 
historic bill that made New York the sixth state to 
extend full marriage rights to gay couples. Revelers 
hoisted signs that said, “Thank you. Gov. Cuomo,” 
and, “Promise kept." Cuomo marched alongside 
openly gay elected officials, including New York City 
Council Speaker Christine Quinn, (ap) 


Reason to Revel 

One of the world's oldest and larg- 
est gay pride parades turned into a 
carnival-like celebration of same-sex 
marriage Sunday as hundreds of thou- 
sands of people rejoiced at New York’s 
new law giving gay couples the same 
marital rights as everyone else. This 
year, the revelry went beyond floats, 
music and dancing. It included wedding 
plans. Parade organizers said a half- 
million people participated, (ap) 


wide repercussions. Activists hope 
the New York vote will help con- 
vince judges and politicians across 
the country, including a hesitant 
President Obama, that support of 
same-sex marriage is now a main- 
stream viewpoint and a winning 
political stance. 

“New York sends the message that 
marriage equality across the coun- 
try is a question of ‘when,’ not ‘if,’” 
said Fred Sainz, a vice president of 
the Human Rights Campaign. 

The New York bill cleared the 
Republican-controlled Senate 33-29, 
thanks to crucial support from four 
GOP senators who joined all but one 
Democrat in voting yes. The Demo- 
cratic-led Assembly, which previously 
approved the bill, passed the Senate’s 
stronger religious exemptions in the 
measure, and Cuomo swiftly signed

Souris River Ebbs in N.D. 


As floodwater abates, 
officials anticipate no 
further city damage 

Minot, N.D. 

The Souris River began a slow 
retreat from Minot on Sunday with 
no further flood damage in the city, 
but officials warned danger would 
remain for several days until the 
highest water passed. 

“We’re still at full alert until 
the water starts going down,” said 
Shannon Bauer, a spokeswoman 
for the U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers. “It’s still a war.” 

The city’s levees were reinforced 
with plastic sheeting to help them 
withstand the sustained exposure 
to high water. Forecasts called for 
the Souris to fall nearly 2 feet by 
Wednesday. 


4,000 

The number of homes and busi- 
nesses flooded in Minot, N.D., and 
beyond when the Souris River 
flowed over levees on Friday, (ap) 


About a fourth of Minot’s 
40,000 residents were evacuated 
early last week in anticipation of 
flooding. Smaller cities along the 
Souris also warned their residents 
to leave. The Corps was sandbag- 
ging in Sawyer and Velva, two 
small downstream towns of just 
a few hundred people, that face 
crests later this week. 

On Sunday, North Dako- 
ta National Guard soldiers were 
monitoring a submerged pedes- 
trian bridge in Minot to make 
sure it didn’t break off in the river 
channel. The bridge has been 


trapping debris and could harm 
nearby levees. Guard command- 
er David Sprynczynatyk said sol- 
diers were ready to pull it out if it 
came loose. 

The Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency has approved Bur- 
leigh and Ward counties, which 
have some of the state’s most exten- 
sive flooding damage, for individ- 
ual assistance aid. 

Les Younger, 65, a retired Air 
Force veteran who maintained air- 
craft weapons systems at the Minot 
Air Force Base, and his wife, Jacque, 
64, said they did not buy flood 
insurance, because they thought 
their home near a middle school 
and Minot State University was far 
enough away from the river. 

“You have to look on the bright 
side, because if you look on the 
dull side, it gets you down,” Jacque 
Younger said, (ap)

Cautious NATO Persists 


Coalition: Best route 
to oust Gadhafi is a 
slow and steady one 


Naples, Italy 

As NATO bombs began to rain on 
Libya in March, President Obama 
and other Western leaders assured 
their war-weary publics that the 
campaign to protect civilians from 
Moammar Gadhafi’s crackdown 
would be over within weeks. 

As the campaign enters its 
fourth month, NATO officials insist 
that Gadhafi will become the Arab 
Spring’s third casualty. But that will 
happen, they say, only in a slow and 
steady advance on the capital as his 
troops run out of supplies, not in a 
flash of pyrotechnics that puts him 
out of power in an instant. 

“The noose is tightening around 
him, and there’s very few places for 
him to go,” Gen. Charles Bouchard, 
the Canadian head of the opera- 
tions, said Saturday at his Naples 
headquarters. But, he added, “You 
don’t stay in power for 41 years and 
expect that he’s going to leave at 
the first sign of stresses.”

One problem with the campaign 
has been unrealistic expectations 
from the outset, analysts said. 

“This idea that aerial bombard- 
ment equals capitulation is a really 
flawed equation,” said Tami Davis 
Biddle, a military historian. 

Bouchard said NATO’s extreme 
caution about civilian deaths has 
slowed the campaign. The upshot, 
he said, is that there has been 
only one instance in which NATO 
thinks it may have caused civilian 
casualties. 

Measures that could speed 
Gadhafi’s departure, such as cut- 
ting overland fuel lines to Tripoli, 
aren’t being carried out, because 
the U.N. mandate does not allow 
targeting civilian infrastructure, 
Bouchard said, adding that he is 
cautious about potentially harm- 
ing civilians in the process. 

Rebel spokesman Mohamed Ali 
said opposition leaders are mysti- 
fied by what they perceive as the 
coalition’s reluctance to more force- 
fully attack Gadhafi troops. 

“NATO is a mystery to us,” Ali 
said. “This is getting to a stage 
where it’s getting very, very dan- 
gerous.” (THE WASHINGTON POST)

Egypt Reaffirms Transition Plan 


Military is ‘anxious’ 
to hand over control, 
2 U.S. senators say

Egypt’s military is committed to a 
quick transition to civilian adminis- 
tration, two U.S. senators said Sun- 
day after meeting Field Marshall 
Mohammed Hussein Tantawi, who 
heads the ruling council. 

Sens. John McCain and John 
Kerry also said it was in Ameri- 
ca’s national security interests to 
see the uprising that ousted Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak succeed.

Police chief says crime 
migrates from street 
down to Metro system 

Washington 

Crime is being driven from the Dis- 
trict’s streets into the region’s rail 
system, and Metro needs more offi- 
cers to deal with the problem, D.C. 
and Metro Transit Police testified 
Friday during a congressional hear- 
ing on Metro security and safety. 

“We’ve been really successful 
driving crime down in the city, but 
our success is creating problems for 
Metro,” D.C. Police Chief Cathy L. 
Lanier said. “They’re going to the 
easiest place to carry on with crimes 
and get away.” 

Her statement came during the 
hearing before the House subcom- 
mittee on Health Care, District of 
Columbia, Census and the Nation- 
al Archives. Lanier testified along 
with Metro CM Richard Sarles, 


Metro Transit Police Chief Michael 
Taborn and Fairfax County Execu- 
tive Anthony H. Griffin. 

The hearing, titled “WMATA: Is 
There a Security Gap?,” comes after 
recent reports of attacks on three 
bus drivers and a bomb scare last 
week at the Rockville Metro station 
on the Red Line. 


Metro’s board of directors ap- 
proved a combined operating 
and capital budget of $2.5 billion 
for fiscal 2012 on Thursday with- 
out imposing any major rail fare 
increases, (the Washington post) 


Sarles told lawmakers that the 
transit agency has received commit- 
ments of $108 million in grants in 
the past four years to help improve 
its security. Of that, only $24 million 
has been used because of cumber- 
some rules from the Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency and the 
Department of Homeland Securi- 


ty to spend the money, Metro offi- 
cials said. 

Sarles said Metro collaborates 
with more than 40 federal, state 
and local law enforcement agen- 
cies. Metro’s Transit Police divi- 
sion has 20 sworn police officers 
who serve on Metro’s anti-terrorism 
team and work closely with feder- 
al air marshals and the Transpor- 
tation Security Administration to 
“develop new strategies and tech- 
niques for combating acts of ter- 
ror,” Sarles said. 

After the hearing, Lanier elabo- 
rated on the migration of criminal 
activity to Metro’s underground sys- 
tem. “We push them off the above- 
ground, public space, and they go 
down into the train,” she said, add- 
ing that she thinks Taborn “needs 
more cops.” 

Taborn said Friday that crime 
is down 10 percent on Metro’s bus 
and rail lines for the first quarter 
of the year, compared with 2010.

Clinics, health groups 
reach out in National 
HIV Testing Day push 

Washington 

With HIV reaching epidemic rates 
in the District, health officials are 
urging area residents to partici- 
pate in National HIV Testing Day 
on Monday. 

District clinics and health 
groups have organized numer- 
ous testing sites across the city 
and hope to reach out to a large 
swath of the community. Nation- 
al HIV Testing Day encourages 
people to get tested in an effort to 
help identify those who have the 
disease so they can receive earli- 
er treatment and prevent further 
transmission. 

Whitman-Walker Health — 
which serves the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgender popula- 


tion — has been offering tests in 
the District since Wednesday. The 
clinic, at 1701 14th St. NW, is work- 
ing with other organizations such 
as Transgender Health Empower- 
ment and the National Association 


for People With AIDS, and is spon- 
soring testing sites from Anacostia 
to Petworth to reach as many peo- 
ple as possible, said Megan Davies, 
the clinic’s executive director. 

The clinic has not collaborat- 


ed on a city-wide scale in previous 
years. But a Department of Health 
study released two weeks ago, indi- 
cating that HIV had reached epi- 
demic rates in the District in 2009, 
motivated the change. 

“This is bigger than just Whit- 
man-Walker,” Davies said. 

The clinic will be extending its 
hours to 7 p.m. on Monday and also 
will be operating at Max Robin- 
son Center at 2301 Martin Luther 
King Jr. Ave. SE. 

Organizations offering the 
testing have aimed to make it as 
easy as possible and hope that the 
testing can be a bridge to getting 
those with the disease the help 
they need.

Unfinished Business 


For 10 years, ever since the towers fell, the 
United States has fought a war in a distant land 
— in hopes, it says, of protecting American 
interests and making the world safer from 
terrorism. Now, as President Obama plans to 
end U.S. combat operations in Afghanistan by 
2014, the question remains as muddy as ever: 
What happened here? 


Kabul, Afghanistan 

There have been victories — and 
setbacks. More than 1,522 Amer- 
ican service members have died. 
There has been talk of a more sta- 
ble, safer Afghanistan and fre- 
quent, obvious evidence to the con- 
trary. The country’s president and 
the United States share an uneasy 
relationship, and it’s difficult to 
tell the story of the past decade in 
a single, concise statement. 

Which is not surprising. Over 
more than 30 years of warfare, 
there has rarely been clarity in 
Afghanistan. You can’t always tell 
who’s on which side, and sometimes 
people are on both. Conventional 


battles are common, as is shad- 
owy guerrilla warfare. Yesterday’s 
enemy is today’s ally. Tomorrow 
he’s an enemy once again. 

Much work remains unfin- 
ished even after almost a decade of 
war and billions of dollars in aid. 
Although battered, the insurgents 
still control large swaths of the 
country, and it is nearly impossible 
to travel safety from the capital to 
the southern city of Kandahar. 

Efforts to establish effective 
government, especially at local 
levels, have achieved limited suc- 
cess at best. Afghanistan’s own 
security forces remain far from 
capable of defending the country 
on their own. 


Backstory ^ 

Ominous History 

In announcing his pullout plan, 
President Obama aimed to 
reassure Afghans that Amer- 
ica would not abandon them. 
That pledge was reminiscent of 
the Soviets’ assurances to their 
Afghan clients when they, like 
the British a century before, con- 
cluded that fighting in Afghan- 
istan wasn’t worth the cost in 
blood and treasure, and with- 
drew in 1989. Three years later, 
the government collapsed, the 
army fell apart, and Afghanistan 
was again engulfed in war. (ap) 


Too High a Cost 

Obama entered office promising to 
focus attention on the Afghan con- 
flict, which he described as a “war of 
necessit}^” as opposed to Iraq, a “war 
of choice.” He doubled the number 
of U.S. forces in Afghanistan and in 
December 2009 dispatched 30,000 
more troops in a “surge” to try to stop 
the Taliban momentum. 

His commanders employed the 
counterinsurgency strategy that 
brought some success in Iraq, cou- 
pling military force with an ambi- 
tious, troop-intensive plan to push 
insurgents from their strongholds 
so the local government could build 
a system of services and institutions 
to win the loyalty of the people. 

The military always knew there 


would never be a winner in the war. 
Instead, it hoped to create the nec- 
essary groundwork for a process of 
reconciliation and reintegration to 
encourage insurgents to re-enter 
Afghan society. 


2,000 

Theestimated numberof Afghan 
insurgents, out of between 25,000 
and 40,000, who have joined a program 
to reintegrate into society, (ap) 


But the investment proved too 
much for an American public weary 
of war and struggling with an econ- 
omy marked by job loss and rising 
deficits. Even with troop reduc- 
tions, the United States is fac- 
ing huge expenses if it sticks by 
Obama’s plan. Building and funding 
a 300,000-member Afghan army 
and police will cost an estimated 
$6 billion to $8 billion a year even 
after 2014. The U.S. already paid 
$22 billion in 2010 and 2011 to train 
and equip the Afghans. 

Who Is the Enemy? 

With the days of foreign forc- 
es numbered, Afghan President 
Hamid Karzai has been reaching 
out to the Taliban, a process that 
Washington has tacitly endorsed. 
That effort has alarmed many Tajik, 
Uzbek and Hazara politicians, who 
fear Karzai will give too much 
power to his fellow Pashtuns. 

“He mixes the enemy in place 
of a friend, a friend in place of the 
enemy and confuses the nation,” 
said Abdullah Abdullah, a Tajik 
leader who lost to Karzai in the 
2009 presidential election. “That 
has deprived our country of its 
main strength, which is will, and 
the strength of our people. The 
people are confused, the people 
are disenfranchised, the people are 
resentful.” Patrick quinn (ap)

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Back in the Game 


For Johnson, the chance 
to manage the Nationals 
came at the perfect time 

The Nationals 

This was the summer the Johnsons of Win- 
ter Park, Fla., Susan and Davey, were finally 
going to take that Alaskan fishing trip they 
had been talking about for the last 10 years. 
She could close down her fashion boutique 
for a few weeks in August. He could carve out 
some time in between special-assignment 
scouting trips for the Nationals. He tracked 
down a glossy brochure. She put in a call to a 
tour company. That was last Wednesday. 

On Thursday, Jim Riggleman abruptly 
resigned as the Nationals’ manager, and Susan 
Johnson’s first thought was: “Oh, we’re never 
going to go on that Alaskan fishing trip.” The 
next day, when Davey Johnson approached her 
and said she may want to sit down for what he 
was about to tell her, she already knew: 

Davey Johnson, 68, was getting back in the 
game, back in the uniform, back in the dug- 
out, back in the major leagues. He will begin 
managing the Nationals on Monday in Ana- 
heim, Calif, as an almost cosmic confluence 
of life changes and unexpected opportunity 
lured him out of semi-retirement, nearly 11 
years after he last managed in the majors. 

THE FIRE RETURNS 

The biggest question with Johnson was whether 
he wanted to manage in the big leagues again. 
In the years since his firing from the Dodgers 
in 2000, he turned down several offers to be a 
bench coach and several opportunities to inter- 
view for managing jobs. He admitted to a case 
of burnout. He seemed content managing in 
smaller doses — including leading Team USA 
in the 2008 Beijing Olympics (where one of 
his pitchers was Stephen Strasburg) — and 
living the domestic family life. 

Johnson had also had some health scares, 
including a ruptured appendix in 2005 that 
nearly killed him after it went untreated for 
months. This Valentine’s Day, Johnson under- 
went cardiac ablation — in which a catheter 
is inserted through a vein to the heart — to 
correct an arrhythmic heartbeat. It was with- 
in weeks of that procedure, as Johnson joined 
the Nationals at spring training, that people 
who knew him well began to sense something: 


“The guy’s a fantastic manager. Watch and see. Not that 
Riggleman didn’t do a great job, but they’ll take off with Davey. 
There’s something special about him.”

Career Accomplishments 

A four-time all-star second baseman as a player, Davey Johnson was perhaps even 
more accomplished as a manager.

He had that old Davey Johnson edge about 
him. “He just had that fire again,” said Tony 
Tarasco, who played for Johnson with the Ori- 
oles and is now a roving outfield instructor 
for the Nationals. 

A GOOD FIT 

If Johnson returns as the same manager he was 
in 2000, the Nationals are getting someone 
with a reputation as a master tactician, some- 
one who made his name in taking over teams 
on the verge of contention and getting them 
to the promised land of the playoffs. This, in 
particular, is of interest to the Nationals, who 
may be on that verge themselves. 

“Davey is a very good fit in Washington,” 
said Ed Lynch, who pitched for Johnson with 
the Mets and who later, as a scouting consul- 
tant for USA Baseball, helped procure players 
for Johnson’s 2008 Olympic team. “With that 
young group of pitchers, there’s no one bet- 
ter. He gets it. For a guy who was such a good 
offensive player, he has a great feel for pitch- 
ing.” DAVE SHEININ (THE WASHINGTON POST) 

Nats Win Again 

Danny Espinosa hit a two-run homer in the sev- 
enth inning to lift the Nationals to a 2-1 victory 
over the Chicago White Sox on Sunday.

“You tell people you’re making a 
movie about the legal system, and 
they’re, like, ‘Yawn, boring,”’ says 
Susan Saladoff, director of “Hot 
Coffee,” a new documentary that 
recently screened at API and Dis- 
covery’s Silverdocs film festival, 
and makes its television premier 
Monday at 9 p.m. on HBO. 

How did Saladoff, a lawyer 
herself, make a movie about tort 
reform and mandatory arbitration 
palatable? “Good lawyers are good 
storytellers,” she says. 

The hook of the film is the 
famous McDonald’s coffee case — 
you know the one — when Stella 
Liebeck spilled coffee on herself 
and sued McDonald’s for millions 
and millions in one of those friv- 
olous lawsuits you hear so much 
about. After profiling the Liebeck 
case, the movie moves on to exam- 
ine caps on damages, the problems 
with elected judges and, finally, 
mandatory arbitration — when 
people sign away their rights to 
sue. Which you’ve probably done, 
whether you know it or not. 

“You cannot get a [cell phone] 
activated without agreeing to man- 
datory arbitration. Do you not acti- 
vate your phone?” asks Saladoff 
Most people agree to arbitration.

That’s what happened to Jamie 
Leigh Jones, a former Halliburton 
employee appearing in the film, who 
signed a mandatory arbitration con- 
tract as a condition of employment. 
She was then allegedly drugged and 
raped by colleagues while employed 
in Iraq. Even though she said the 
company failed to protect her, she 
wasn’t able to sue in civil court. 
(Eventually, the courts decided she 
could sue, and the case went to trial 
in Houston last week.) 

But it’s the coffee case that gets 
people interested in the film, par- 
ticularly those who believe there 
are too many frivolous lawsuits 
clogging up our court system.

Appreciation 

The best way to celebrate Peter 
Falk’s life is to savor how Colum- 
bo, his signature character, forti- 
fied our lives. 

Thanks to Falk’s affectionate- 
ly genuine portrayal, Lt. Colum- 
bo established himself for all time 
as a champion of any viewer who 
ever felt less than graceful, elegant 
or well-spoken. 

Falk died Thursday at age 83 
in his Beverly Hills, Calif., home, 
according to a statement released 
Friday by family friend Larry Lar- 
son. In a court document filed in 
December 2008, Falk’s daughter 
Catherine Falk said her father had 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

But Columbo lives on as the 
ideal of anyone with a smudge on 
his tie, whose car isn’t the sportiest, 
who typically seems clueless, who 
gets dissed by fancy people. 

As a police detective, Columbo’s 
interview technique was famously 
disjointed, with his inevitable awk- 
ward after-thought (“Ahhh, there’s 
just one more thing ...”) trying the

patience of his suspect when he was 
already halfway out the door. 

Columbo was underestimated, 
patronized or simply overlooked by 
nearly everyone he met — especial- 
ly the culprit.

Contrary to all 
evidence (that is, until he nailed 


the bad guy), Columbo always 
knew what he was doing. 

Peter Michael Falk was born in 
1927 in New York City and grew up 
in Ossining, N.Y., where his par- 
ents ran a clothing store. 

Falk made his film debut in 
1958 with “Wind Across the Ever- 
glades” and established himself 
as a talented character actor with 

his performance as 

the vicious killer 
Abe Reles in “Mur- 
der, Inc.”

The latest game to take full advan- 
tage of Microsoft’s Kinect motion 
sensor does so with a mind-bend- 
ing approach that is probably unlike 
anything you’ve ever played. 

“Child of Eden” (Ubisoft, $49.99, 
Xbox 360, rated E10+) is about as 
close to virtual LSD as you’re going 
to get in gaming. The stated goal is 
to save Project Lumi. The project is 
an effort to develop a human per- 
sonality inside a futuristic archive, 
called Eden, of all human memories. 
But the archive has been invaded by 
a destructive virus, and the player’s 
job is to ferret out the disease and 
rid Project Lumi of it to preserve the 
archive of this knowledge. 

Lumi’s human personality takes 
the form of a lithe brunette who 
appears during cut scenes and at 
the end of levels. As you stand in 
front of your screen waving your 
hands at Kinect, music thumps and 
light dances across the screen as 
you protect Lumi, and thus Eden, 
from the virus. 

This is different stuff Very dif- 
ferent. It takes an open mind and a 
gamer willing to depart from the 
usual first-person shooter presen- 
tation to appreciate this title. You 
don’t have to like “Child of Eden,” 
but you should play it.
